During the week ending the 25th October 2947 in India 
(excluding East Punjab, Delhi Province, West Bengal and 
Central Provinces) and in the Indian States ah own in this 
statement, the total number of deaths recorded in 134 towns 
having a population of 30,000 and over was 6,259. The mid- 
year estimated population of these towns was 16,278,459 and 
the death rate was 21 -3 per thousand of the population. 
Births in the same towns numbered 9,609 giving a birth rate 
of 32 ■ 7 per thousand of tho population. In India alone the 
corresponding birth and death rates were 33-5 and 21 5 per 
thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) India . — In India Puri was tho only town whioh had 
a high death rato of 68-8 per thousand of the population. 
This high death rato was to a considerable extent due to 
deaths from fevers and dysentery and diarrhoea.

In 118 towns in Ipdia theie were 58 deaths from cholera 
one death fiom smallpox and 9 deaths fiom plague. Of the 
deaths from cholera Tjnnevelly recorded J 6 ; Palam-Cottah 10 
Madura 9; Bhagalpur 8 ; Bettiah 6 ; Kalyan 3; Cawnporr 
and Dhulia 2 each ; Chapra, Ahmednagi r, Triohinrpoly am 
Tuticorin one each. The one death firm smallpox was re 
corded in Agia. Of the deaths Aom plague Bijapur, Coim 
batoie and Palghat recorded 2 each; Poona, Sholapur and 
Satara one each. 

(B) Indian Slates.— Amongst the Indian States, Porbandar 
was the only town which had a high death rate of 60-0 per 
thousand of tho population. This high death rate was 
mainly due to deaths from fevers and dysentery and diarrhoea . 

In 16 towns of the Indian States there were 3 deaths from 
small pox of whioh Patiala city reoorded 2 and Cambay oity 
one. Cholera and plague were absent during the week,
